AWAKENS  TO  PERIL 

Sholapur,  an  Important  seat  220 
miles  southeast  of  Bombay,  was 
awakened  to  Its  peril  last  evening 
when  the  police  ban  upon  liquor 
shop  picketing  and  mass  demonstra- 
tions precipitated  the  struggle. 
Firearms  were  brought  Into  use  im- 
mediately after  a  sharp  clash.

The  8holapur  outbreak  came  as  a 
serious  blow  to  the  brighter  pros- 
pects which  had  been  the  result  of 
yesterday's  comparative  calm.

VANCOUVER.  May  8  -Possibility 
of  a  •flood  of  applications  for  addi- 
tional exemptions  from  Dominion 
income  tax  under  retroactive 
amendments  announced  in  the 
Dunning  budget,  is  retarding  the 
work  of  assessment  at  the  Dominion 
Income  tax  office  here,  according  to 
Mr.  Norman  Lee,  collector  ol  In- 
come tax  here. 

While  full  particulars  of  the 
changes  have  not  yet  reached  Uie 
city,  and  will  not  be  available  until 
Parliament  has  acted  on  the  min- 
ister's proposals,  it  is  expected  that 
a  large  number  of  taxpayers  will 
benefit  In  a  small  way. 

Thus,  family  men  who  are  sup- 
porting aged  parents,  grandparents, 
brothers  or  sisters,  who  are  in- 
capable of  self-support  due  to 
mental  or  physical  Infirmity,  appear 
to  have  been  granted  the  same  $500 
exemption  for  each  such  dependent 
as  they  now  enjoy  for  each  child.

Rotarians  were  told  the  exper- 
iences of  a  padre  in  the  Yukon  and 
on  the  British  Columbia  OOOOt,  WBOn 
Rev.  Oeorge  C.  8.  Prlngle  addroaoad 
them  at  yaatorday  s  luncheon  in  the 
Empress  Hotel. 

Mr.  Prlngle  told  of  the  opposition 
that  prevailed  in  connection  with 
the  mission  to  the  men  of  the  coast 
logging  camps  when  first  Instituted, 
and  which  had  been  overcome  only 
after  persistent  efforts  had  won 
their  confidence. 

Of  the  Yukon,  where  he  had  spent 
ten  years.  Mr.  Prlngle  presented  a 
colorful  picture  as  he  depicted  the 
rough  and  ready  life  of  the  pioneer 
miner.

ABUSES  OF  LANGUAGE 
Sir,  —  I  have  been  not  unwillingly 
persuaded,  at  the  request  of  many  of 

miv    (.'lends    to   write   tins   letter  tor 

your  kind  consideration  and  publica- 
tion, in  support  of  the  poor  old  Eng- 
lish language,  which  Is  the  mother 
tongue  of  so  many  of  us,  and  which 
is  becoming  so  seldom  heard  cor- 
rectly spoken  tn  many  parts  of  this 
great  North  American  continent. 

However,  since  the  advent  of  the 
"Talkies,"  It  was  quickly  realized 
that  unless  the  "stars"  learnt  to 
talk  the  true  English  language,  as 
spoken  by  the  well-educated  Eng- 
lishman and  scholars  the  world 
over,  they  could  not  market  their 
films.  So  they  set  to  work  at  once 
to  get  English  men  and  women  to 
teach  them  how  to  "^wek  Bbfllsh." 

A  certain  lady  refers  to  it  in  your 
paper  as  "The  exaggerated  English 
accent,  which,  though  natural  to 
some,  should  not  be  copied  by  all." 

Whilst  I  admire  the  boldness  of 
this  statement  in  a  town  like  Vic- 
toria, where  one  hears  the  correct 
English  language  spoken  more  often, 
I  supf  eetj  then  in  any  other  town 
in  Canada,  nevertheless  she  must 
CKpeet  to  fee  criticized,  for  the 
"exaggerated  English  accent"  sh .  re- 
fers to  is  the  English  language  as 
taught  In  every  great  English  school 
and  university,  as  taught  by  all  the 
great  writers  of  English  pton.  io  .oc 
dlctionartM,  VR  spoken  by  all  pro- 
teetors  and  scholars  of  English  liter- 
ature, and  all  English-speaking  men 
end  women  of  education  the  world 
over,  long  before  Canada  was  dis- 
covered. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  of  interest  to 
those  who  were  not  present  at  the 
adjudication  of  the  school  choirs  at 
the  festival  of  1928  to  know  that  the 
singing  of  a  certain  school  was  ad- 
versely criticized  for  having  "the  in- 
tonation of  an  English  cathedral 
choir." 

This.  In  the  opinion  of  most  ed- 
ucated persons,  is  the  highest  praise 
that  could  be  given  to  any  choir. 

In  conclusion.  Mierefore.  I  would

FINE  Tl'NE 

In  his  comments  after  the  contest 
the  adjudicator.  Mr.  Ronald  Oibson. 
remarked  on  the  fine  character  of 
the  tune.  "Now  Once  Again  Our 
Hearts  We  Raise,"  which  had  been 
given  as  the  first  of  the  test  pieces 
for  Class  3.  This  was  composed  In 
1623.  but  here,  three  hundred  years 
late**;  it  was  as  fresh  as  ever,  and 
held  Its  place  against  some  of  the 
poor  hymn  music  written  in  the 
last  century.  "Ttie  strength  of  this 
tune  reminds  one  of  the  strength  of 
Oothic  architecture  in  some  of  the 
flne  old  cathedrals,"  he  remarked. 

He  found  fault,  nevertheless,  with 
the  character  which  the  choirs  gave 
this  work.  None  of  them  had 
realized  It  as  a  Joyous  paean  of 
praise,  which  was  the  spirit  which 
it  was  intended  to  have.  On  the 
other  hand  this  was  due.  he  con- 
ceded, to  misleading  expression 
marks  in  the  copies  of  the  music 
with  which  the  conductors  had 
worked.  In  such  an  event  he 
thought  they  might  use  their  own 
Judgment  rather  than  slavishly 
follow  the  printed  sheet.  Attempt- 
ing to  follow  the  marks  In  the  copy 
none  of  the  choirs  had  given  the 
'Allelujahs  '  the  glorious  feeling  of 
Joy  and  praLse  which  they  should 
have.  He  also  advised  some  of  the 
choirs  to  take  a  little  more  care  hi 
balancing  the  top  and  bottom  parts; 
several  were  too  hstvy  In  the 
second  part.

LONDON.  May  3.— George  Volght, 
gensraly  ranked  No.  3  among  the 
amateur  players  of  the  United 
States,  must  have  all  his  Irons  re- 
shafted  before  he  can  compete  in 
the  Walker  Cup  and  the  British 
amateur  matches.

A 
member  of  the  Royal  and  Ancient 
Club  saw  Volght  practicing  yester- 
day and  told  him  the  shafts  of  his 
irons  were  illegal.  An  official  ruling 
was  handed  down  today  baiting 
Voighl's  clubs. 

The  Royal  and  Ancient  Galf  Club 
barred  steel-shafted  clubs  until  this 
year.  Steel-shafted  clubs  are  now 
permitted,  but  thj  rule  specifies 
that  the  shaft  must  be  of  one  piece. 
Volght  must  get  elthsr  solid  hickory 
or  steel  shafts  for  his  irons  before 
the  Walker  Cup  matches  begin  at 
Sandwich  next  week. 

Dr.  Willing,  of  Portland,  Ore.,  also 
has  one  club  with  a  laminated  shaft 
that  he  must  have  reshafted  before 
using  it  in  competition.

nos-»  to  bleed.  Dr sprte  this  Incident, 
he  advanced  to  the  centre  of  the 
stage  apd  sang  the  role  of  Don 
Baslllo. 

The  next  unforeseen  event  fol- 
lowed shortly,  when  Figaro  com- 
menced the  "Room  for  the  Facto- 
tum," accompanied  by  his  guitar, 
only  to  have  the  strings  of  the  In- 
strument suddenly  snap.  To  cap 
the  climax,  a  cat  which  had  slunk 
Into  the  prompter's  box,  leaped 
upon  the  stage  and  stationed  itself 
majestically  in  full  view  of  the  un- 
ruly audience.  More  laughter  and 
Jibes.  This  caused  the  performers 
to  miss  their  cues  and  pandemonium 
held  sway. 

Rossini,  who  was  conducting  his 
opera,  faced  the  disorderly  groups 
and  sarcastically  applauded  their 
snickering.

ignominious  premiere.  They  were 
partisans  of  the  Italian  composer 
Palsiello.  who  thirty-five  years 
previously  had  made  a  version  of 
the  same  Beajumarchals  comedy. 
Up  to  that  night  In  February  of 
181fi.  when  Ciloacchlno  Rossini 
stepped  to  the  pianoforte  to  conduct 
his  "Barber  of  Seville."  five  operatic 
treatments  had  been  made  by  a 
similar  number  of  composers.  The 
follower*  of  Palsiello  de-ply  re- 
sented the  efforts  of  any  upstart 
who  sought  to  better  their  friend's 
efforts.
